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British Naval Victory 


Against Huge Odds 
Vividly Described 


(One of the most sensational naval engagements of the war, 
the rout by light British warships of a strong Italian navat force 
in the Mediterranean and the torpedoing and firing of a 35,000- 
ton Italian battleship, is described in eyewitness detail in the 
following dispatch by Preston Grover, Associated Press war cor- 
respondent, who risked death to deliver his story. Grover is 41, 
aq native of Farmington, Utah, an Associated Press man for 15 
years.)

ALEXANDRIA, March 25.—(AP)—-We feinted and 
luffed, dodged in and out of smoke screens, fired our guns 
-~-although it was sometimes like shooting peas at a barn-— 
took time out for tea in the midst of battle, and got our 
convoy safely to Malta after a naval engagement in which 
valor triumphed over might as it seldom does, even in the 

most romantic of fiction. 
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After it was all over, the captain of the cruiser which I 
was aboard added this statement to the brief report of the 
admiral: 

“Our admiral has fought one of the most brilliant actions 
against greatly superior forces ever successfully brought off.” 

And so it was. As the pattie began i never thought I 
would get out alive to tell of it. 

Our light squadron of British cruisers and destroyers 
sailed into an overwhelmingly powerful Italian fleet in the 
central Mediterranean, 
three times drove it away 
from the convoy and ulti- 
mately delivered our sup- 
plies to the beleaguered lit- 
tle island of Malta. 

It was a battle which will 
5 down in naval annals, 
or not in the recollection 
of any officer present had 
such a prolonged fight been 
won by so small a force 
gainst such great odds. 


I saw the battle with 
another American corre- 
spondent, Richard Mowrer, 
of the Chicago Daily News. 
I was aboard one of the 
cruisers which charged 
straight into the enemy’s 
teeth, cuffed him off, rained 
shells upon and around him 
and finally pulled the con- 
voy to safety right out of 
what had appeared to be 
certain destruction, not 
only to the freighters but 
to the bulk of our thin- 
walled fighting vessels. 

The battle occurred Sun- 
day, beginning in the early 
afternoon and ending only 
after dark, when the Italian 
fleet withdrew, puzzled, 
whipped and wounded. 

In the Italian fleet were 
one battleship of the Litto- 
rio class with 15-inch guns, two eight-inch cruisers of the 
Trento class, four six-inch cruisers of the Condottieri class 
and a screen of destroyers. 

Against them we had a six-inch cruiser and antiaircraft 
cruisers whose heaviest guns were five-and-a-quarter-inch, 
and 16 destroyers. There wasn’t a single gun in the British 
squadron from which could more than make a minor dent in 
the Italian battleship. 

It was like throwing nails at a rampaging elephant. And 
yet at the end of the battle every British ship was afloat. 

(The British admiralty Wednesday night summarized 
the battle by saying the light British forces set fire to 
the Italian battleship with shells, rammed her amidships 
with a torpedo and damaged two Italian cruisers. After 
this Sundav naval engagement, 150 Axis planes hounded 
the convoy for two more days but were driven off. The 

British suffered some damage to one cruiser and three 

destroyers and had light casualties among their crews.) 

At the end of the battle one British destroyer reported it 
had slammed one torpedo into the battleship for certain and 
possibly more. 

Nor were the British ships fighting surface vessels alone. 
Throughout the battle, and long beforehand, Axis dive- 
bombers had attacked the convoy and the escorting vessels 
incessantly. 

Individual British ships were firing simultaneously both 
at the enemy battlefleet and at diving bombers as the battle 
raged over a 40-mile course.

Ironically, 
Japanese have their most com- 
plete occupation on Luzon—the 
richest and most highly developed 
island of the entire archipelago— 
and yet Bataan and the tiny island 
fortresses of Mills (Corregidor), 
Drum, Frank and Hughes deny 
them control of the bay. 

When a United Nations coun- 
teroffensive is launched, observ- 
ers explained, the ability to use 
Manila Bay as a naval supply, re- 
pair and operating base could be 
all-important to Japan since Ma- 
nila hes some 1,800 miles nearer 
the Indies-Australia front than 
Japan proper.

Navy Smashes Japs on Wake, Marcus

WASHINGTON, March 25.—(/P) 
Striking powerfully at the flank 
of Japanese supply lines into the 
southwest Pacific, an American 
task force raiding within § 1,000 
miles of Yokohama has virtually 
wiped out enemy installations on 
and Wake islands, the 
Navy announced today. 

Although the operation thrust 
ships and planes of the Pacific 
fleet deep into enemy territory, 
only light opposition was en- 
countered and the total American 
losses were but two aircraft. 

Advices from Pearl Harbor said 
the raids threw such a scare into 
Tokyo that that city’s lights were 
blacked out for nights.

Here the Japanese hold ap- 
proximately as much territory as 
the American-Philippine forces 
retain in Luzon. A _ large 
Japanese settlement existed at 
Davao long before the war began, 
and the enemy moved into that 
important south coast port with 
ease early in the war. 

Except for a limited coastal 
area along Davaoa gulf, however, 
plus a small area at the port of 
Zamboanga on the southwestern 
tip of Mindanao, the Japanese 
have not moved into this large 
island, and attempts to extend 
their hold on it are certain to meet 
stiff resistance from the warlike 
Moros who inhabit it. 

Even the enemy’s Zamboanga 
and Davao footholds are not free 
from attack. Yesterday, Allied 
forces, presumably bands of Mo- 
ros, were reported to have inflict- 
ed heavy losses on the Japanese 
in an attack on a motor column 
near Zamboanga. Today the War 
Department announced successful 
skirmishes with the enemy near 
Di-os on Davao gulf. 

Southwest from Mindanao the 
islands of the Sulu archipelago 
form a chain to Borneo, end only 
the central island of Jolo in this 
group._has been occupied by the 
Japanese.

This Sounds Reasonable 

It is predicted from Washington that, when 
congress finally receives a bill out of committee 
to make needed changes in labor laws affecting 
war production, there will be a number of 
provisions quite different from those of the 
original measure, introduced by Representgtive 
Smith, of Virginia. | 

As the amended bill will come out of com- 
mittee it is expected to provide the following: 

First, overtime pay in war industry shall not 
start until after 48 hours of work per week. In 
non-defense industry the current 40-hour week, 
with overtime pay for work beyond those hours, 
will continue in effect. 

Second, the present status in regard to open 
or closed shop would be frozen for the duration 
in all war plants. 

Third, payment of double time for work on 
Sundays or holidays will be prohibited. 

Fourth, it will prohibit jurisdictional strikes. 

Fifth, a maximum fee—probably $5—would 
be set for union initiation and union dues would 
be frozen at the rate in effect on March 1 last. 

Neither labor nor management will be able 
to find much in those provisions with which to 
object. To the unbiased observer they all appear 
fair and equitable, and in full consonance not 
only with individual interests but with the 
necessities of the war situation as well. 

Certainly, organized labor can find no fault 
with either the third or fourth clauses. Both 
CIO and AFL have already agreed to elimina- 
tion of the double-pay system for Sunday or 
holiday work and both have likewise agreed 
there shall be no strikes for any cause during 
the war emergency. That is, strikes in war 
production plants. 

Limitation of the initiation fee for union 
membership should likewise prove popular. It 
will do away with frequent complaints that 
union officials have “held-up’ men seeking 
work on war projects by demanding excessive 
union initiation fees. Many unions already 
charge less than the $5 proposed as the ceiling 
on these fees and those which charge more will 


. gain more in popularity with workers than they 


will lose financially. 

On the issue of the closed shop in war 
factories, the decision to freeze the present 
status is a compromise which should be accept-. 
able to both sides of the argument. While there 
is much to be said for those who object to 
conditions under which any American has to 
pay tribute to a union for the right to work 
in defense of his country, the $5 maximum on 
initiation makes this not too expensive. 

At the same time the proposal would retain 
for unions already operating under the closed 
shop their present status. 

In short, it is a compromise. And, especially 
in time of war, all intelligent persons are glad 
to accept reasonable compromise. After all, 
winning the war is the important thing, and 
it can only be done by achieving unity. The 
only way to achieve proper unity is by mutual 
sacrifice by those who do not agree on any 
given issue. 

If such a bill as outlined above can be 
accepted by both houses of congress and signed 
by the President, it should serve excellent 
purpose. 

For it will, if accepted in proper spirit, mark 
an end for the war’s duration of debate about 
labor regulations in war factories. And that is 
just about the most desirable thing imaginable. 

At the same time, congress should enact a 
companion law, strictly limiting the amount of 
profit any industrial company can receive from 
a war contract. Then there could be no such 
cases as the recently exposed Jack & Heintz 
Company, with its adsurdly large bonuses and 
salary increases, given out of vast profits on 
government contracts. 

If labor, as now appears likely, will patrioti- 
cally accept some limitations on wages and 
privileges, industry must reciprocate by accept- 
ing a ceiling on its rates of profit on war 


contracts.

MISAPPREHENSION ON CENSORSHIP WASHING- 
Ton, Mmarech 


25.—-Because of the war and the need for military secrecy there is 

a certain misapprehension in the public mind over censorship reg- 

ulations. A popular impression exists that all news dispatches out 
of Washington first undergo the scrutiny of the 
censors, hence bear the stamp of government 
approval, 

To persons having that conception of things, 
it must be. a bit confusing to see a different 
set of figures ciled in support of varying con- 
clusions on a given point of controversy. A case 
impoint, for example, is the statement recently 
credited to the National Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation that strikes were responsible for the 
loss of 2,000,000 manhours of labor in the na- 
tional war production program during Feb- 
ruary. Later government officials, including 
Donald Nelson, head of the War Production 
Board, said the strike situation was 99.97 per 
cent perfect; has been so since Pearl Harbor. 

The censorship situation, therefore, seems 
to need clarifying. It doesn’t make sense, of 
course, that any censor would allow two such 
conflicting statements to be passed on to the 

public as accurate. 

As a matter of fact, little—very little—that goes out to the 
American press in the form of domestic news is ever seen or passed 
upon by the government censorship office, headed by Byron Price, 
a former executive in the Associated Press. So far as the daily 
grist of news goes, the censorship office does not exist. There is 
absolutely no submission of “copy” to the censors for advance 


reading. 

NOT INTERESTED You don’t even tell the censors what 
you are writing about. They are not 

interested, except in the broad objective that nothing be printed 

which would reveal a military secret or give aid and comfort to 

the enemy. 

Occasionally a newspaperman running down a report about 
some new war industry being planned for a given locality will en- 
counter opposition about the release of the information. He may 
be told that it is something that can’t be printed at all, or that it 
can only be used in papers serving the immediate area of the pro- 
posed plant development. The rules are very lax, however, and thus 
far there have been few violations. 

On more general phases of the war effort the censorship does not 
function at all. Any statement made on the floor of congress by any 
member is available for such use as the newspapers care to make of 
it—libel laws not even counting. The same thing, minus the libel of 
exception, applies to any public statement made by any public of- 
ficial or others outside of congress. 

None of this passes under the eyes of the censorship. You don’t 
trouble to consult with them before or after it is written. 


Where the office of censorship 
functions mostly—almost entire- 
ly—is with respect to foreign dispatches and the foreign mail, in- 
coming and outgoing. Every piece of mail that leaves this country 
is carefully inspected, read—and censored if needs be. Likewise all 
foreign news dispatches. 

There is absolutely none of the controlled press manipulations 
that go on in the Axis nations, where nothing is printed excepted by 
governmental sanction. The Nazis have carried the idea to a point 
where the propaganda ministry (another terms for censorship) 
guides and directs the editorial expression of the newspapers of the 
country. Hence from time to time we see waves of tirades in the 
German press against developments in this countt'y or Great Britain 
—whatever suits Hitler’s immediate fancy. 

Nothing of that sort exists here, nor is it contemplated. If a con- 
trary official or person wants to challenge some act of the govern- 
ment he may do so with complete freedom, so long as he does not 
disclose a military secret or reveal plans which fall in the military 
category. It is doubtful if Senator Wheeler, under war conditions, 
could get away with a disclosure now similar to the one he pulled 
before Pearl Harbor about our troops going to Iceland. But little this 
side of that would fall under the ban. 

That is the way things are handled in 


DEMOCRACY’S WAY 
a democracy. There is a lot’of useless 


clatter, a lot of half-baked charges, implications and innuendoes, 
that might well be stopped for the duration. They serve only to keep 
people confused and disunited when we should all be pulling in the 
same direction. But in a democracy you don’t impose a censorship 
on the right of people to have their say, crackpots or not. You rely 
on the good judgment of the public to be able to separate the false 
from the true. 

The censorship has nothing to do with it Operations of the 
Byron Price organization extend in the other direction. What they 
are chiefly concerned with is in seeing that none of our squabbles 
and military information gets into Axis hands. What the public 
reads in the papers bears no earmarks of the censor’s hand, except 
in the war communiques.

A Fortune correspondent, shrewdly analyzing the present situa- 
tion and things to come, says with brutal frankness: “Britain should 
have cleared the desert of Rommel’s forces.” 

Quite true. Sadly true. But historians will have more to say. 

When Italians armed with machineguns attacked Ethiopians 
armed with spears, the simplest of laymen knew what the outcome 
would be. 

So, in the early part of the other World War, when a German 
cruiser armed with 8-inch guns destroyed British cruisers armed 
with 6-inch guns before they could get within range, even laymen 
realized that to be armed with inferior weapons is not to be armed 
at all. 

Is there anything in this proposition beyond the understanding 
of the average man? Is it not, in fact, so simple and obvious that 
a 12-year-old boy should comprehend it? 

If you were preparing for a duel and your adversary had a rifle 
effective at 1,000 yards, would any man or boy of sound mind advise 
you to arm yourself with a pistol having a range of 200 yards? 

Yet consider the strange and tragic and shameful thing that led 
to Britain’s defeat. 

There came a time when the men trusted with the job of safe- 
guarding America saw the need of tanks. 

They knew, and all military men knew, the size and capacity of 
German tanks and the caliber and velocity of their guns. These 
matters are not kept secret after weapons are used in action. 

Knowing the size and range of the German guns, any layman 
with ordinary sense would have said: “We must equip our tanks 
with guns that are as good or better.” Every school boy would have 
said it. Every soldier in the field tank force would have said it. 
Would any fighting man deliberately make a weapon inferior to 
his enemy's? 

But the decision was made by a desk man. ‘He gave the order: 
precious time and material went into the tanks; they were shipped 
across perilous seas to Egypt while in other far places our cause 
was doomed for want of shipping. 

The British were tactful. They praised the speed and “wallop” 
of the tanks. But when the things were sent into action, the old 
second-rate German tanks, having heavier guns with longer range, 
simply smashed them into scrap iron before they got close enough 
to use their guns. 

They had no chance. 
beaten down and sacrificed before the might of machines. 
took 5,000 men rmto action and came out with 1,000 alive. 

Why? Why must such things happen? There was no excuse 
for it. And that is what fills us with dread. If men trusted with 
power can make such blunders, and still keep their place, what 
assurance have we that similar blunders are not even now preparing

right to demand that blunders traced to their source, and the

Reporters cover many 
branches of the Army, Navy and 
Marines field and a long list of 
federal agencies. 

There are not many restrictions 
on these local stories. The papers 
are requested—not “ordered” not 
to print news about troop move- 
ments from here to there, the 
number of men in camps— that

ers would prefer not to know 
about news that shouldn’t be 
printed. If it can’t be printed, 
what use is it? It’s likely, by mis- 
understanding or inadvertence, to 
slip into print. Nothing a reporter 
hates more than a confidential or 
“off the record” story that may 
get him into a jam. He’d rather 
not know. 

As for censorship, it’s not what 
it is in other nations. The press 
isn’t even requested to refrain 
from criticism. Editorially, the 
press is free. The most insignifi- 
cant pinhead in control of a fly- 
by-night political organ is free to 
cuss out everybody from the 
President to the local dogcatcher 
if he so desires.
